The tone was added later and 
is a special Warren feature. 

Will Eisner’s assistant, John 
Laney, under Eisner’s care- 
ful supervision, is responsible 
for the excellent tones in THE 
SPIRIT. The toning is done on 
acetate overlays. The line 
originals are photographed by 
the printer for solid line and 
black and white areas. Then 
the tone overlays are photo- 
graphed...broken into dots 
so that they appear gray on 
the printed page. 

When this method is used, 
the lines don’t break up or 
blur. We get the sharp, crisp 
tones you admired. We think 
the results are worth the ex- 
tra time and effort this meth- 
od entails. 


My first contact with the 
SPIRIT was in 1966 when | 
read the two issues of Harvey 
Comics SPIRIT reprints. Be- 
fore then, | hadn't even heard 
of THE SPIRIT. Since that 
time | have been a SPIRIT ad- 
dict. | was therefore delighted 
when Warren decided to pub- 
lish magazines featuring one 
of my all-time-favorite char- 
acters. 

Even though the stories fea- 
tured are reprints from the
